In response to a call for a citizen*' 


meeting to express sympathy for the 
suffering people ot Ireland, an Im- 
mense crowd of men and women gath- 
ered at the tabernacle last night 


On the south side of the stage waa 


displayed the beautiful banner of the 
Irish Benevolent Society, in the centre 
wa* that of St Patrick'* Temperance 
Society, and on the north side was 
that of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians; The large flig of the first 
named society was al*o displayed upon 
the rostrum. These, with the curtains 
and decorations belong Ing to the bull 
ding, gave tho stage a most attractive 
appearance, and helped to arouse the 
enthusiasm which characterized the 
meeting. 


The large audience, the tone ot the 


addreues, and tbe temper ot 
the 


crowd, indicated how thoroughly the 
people of this sountry sympathize with 
Ireland in its present distress, and how 
earnestly they hope for the success of 
the Irish in throwing off the oppres- 
sions of their English landlords, and 
indeed, the rule of Britain.

Oar City Dad* Unreasonably iKefase It 


,' 
for City Use. 


A few weeks ago a proposition was 


under consideration, for the use of the 
telephone for flre alarm, and eity pur- 
poses , generally, Th« W. U. T. com- 
pany agreed to put In at different 
points for the use of tbe city (5) Edi- 
son telephones to-wit: One in each of 
the three hose houses, one <n the water 
.rorks building and one In the council 
room, with the necessary attachments 
for connection with the exchange, 
during one year from the' date the con- 
nection and service begins, at a rental 
of two hundred and ton dollars (»2lO) 
per a^nnm, payable-monthly In ad- 
vance; the instruments to be placed, 
and connection to be made, at the ex- 
pense of the exchange, and the same 
to be used only by city officials, or on 
official business; it being understood 
that the exchann-e rmy disconnect and 
remove the instrument* at any time 
on refunding the rental, if any paid, 
for such portion of the term as may 
remain unexpired after such removal. 


After considerable discussion the 


proposition was rejected, the princi- 
pal reason given being that the tele- 
phone was not reliable. The council 
then decided to repair the old Qre 
alarm, and continue its use. This 
will require an entire new wire, be- 
sides other repairs, and the services of 
an expert to keep the batteries in or- 
der. We are not informed as to the 
actual expense the new wires will 
cost bnt we are informed that keeping 
the batteries in repair, without the 
cost of material, will be $50 per year. 
The old system of flre alarms operates 
from only four or five points;'the tele- 
phone would at once connect with 
sixty. The flre alarm operates by sig- 
nals, and can be used for no other pur- 
pose. The telephone can be used for 
the communication of any city busl 
ness, a very Important one being, 
"police matters." Twice within a 
weeTfrom the houses of J. E. Klnney 
andC. P. Housum, policemen worn 
called when needed from the central 
offlce. It was not the business of the 
office to run out and hunt up a police 
man, but It was done. The city can- 
not afford to have a sufficient number 
of policemen to patrol the whole city 
but if tbe police quarters had tele 
phone connection with upwards of dO 
different points In the city It would 
add largely to the general safety. 
The same argument will apply to the 
Qre department 
Why the counct 


should disregard the economy, and 
evident convenience and safely tha 
would result fiom the adoption of thi 
proposition of the W. U. T. company, 
we cannot understand. It wont do to 
say that tbe telephone is not reliable 
Any one that knows how to use one 
can testify to the contrary, Besides, 
when the city decides to have its own 
separate wires, and operators, the em 
ployers of the W. U. T. company mus 
not be expected to be hunting up 
policemen, and Bremen. 


In refusing to accept the proposition 


of tbe W. (J. T. company the council 
evidently disregard tbe wishes of nine 
tenths of our citizens, and to un- 
prejudiced outslder.it looks very much 
as if there was a disposition to spite 
somebody, or give somebody a job ot 
putting up a new line, and keeping it 
in
